DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 5, 
2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -6 and 8-1 2 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-6 
and 8-12 are allowed because the prior art failed to disclose or suggest a fixed-bed 
multitubular reactor as called for in claim 1 and method for conducting a gas-phase 
catalytic oxidation reaction by oxidizing a gas in the reactor of claim 1 . Specifically, the 
prior art failed to disclose or suggest the feature of heat-medium bath temperature 
measures being equipped corresponding to the catalyst temperature measures so that 
the measurement positions of the heat-medium bath temperature measures are set at 
the same height as the measurement positions of the catalyst temperature measures.
